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Stevens Creek Crossroads 


Pro blfin Of 
Seweri

Your job, y our home, y our school and 
a lot more of y our life than y ou might ever 
imagine are all wrapped up with an issue 
now brewing within the city . What hap­ 
pens with this issue will determine in large 
measure what 
kind of taxes 
y ou pay , 
where y ou do y our shopping, the streets 
y ou have to use and many more things 
If y ou don’t believe this, it is only because 
y ou have not come to understand fully the 
fuestion that is involved. 
Stevens Creek Is a tributary to the 
east of Lincoln which Is a drainage sy stem . 
for an area separated 
from Lincoln by 
a 
high ridge of land. 
Thus, it immediately 
produces a problem of 
sanitary sewers since these sewers must 
use the gravity flow principle. The 
onl y 
place such sewers can now flow is into 
the existing treatment plant at 22nd and 
Theresa. Thus, to serve Stevens 
C r e e k 
would require a new treatment plant or 
possibly an extensive sy stem of pumping 
the sewage into the Lincoln drainage sy s­ 
tem. The latter, however, Is considered less 
feasible. 
This Is the beg inning o f the pro blem. 
Beca use o f this, the Stev ens Creek a rea 
ha s been co nsidered a s mo re o r less o f a 
nig htma re by mo st city o fficia ls. This, ho w­ 
ev er. is o nly the b e g i n n i n g . Stev ens 
Creek Is a lso a lo ng wa y ea st o f do wnto wn 
Linco ln a nd a lo ng wa y ea st o f the present 
center o f po pula tio n o f Linco ln. This is the 
beg inning o f the rea l co mplica tio n. 
To the no rth, west a nd so uth o f Lin­ 
co ln a re a rea s tha t a re ma ny , ma ny miles 
clo ser to do wnto wn Linco ln a nd to the cen­ 
ter o f po pula tio n o f the city . The dista nce 
fro m do wnto wn Linco ln is a v ita l co nsider­ 
a tio n beca use this do wnto wn is the ma jo r 
ta x ba se o f Linco ln. Bey o nd tha t, the peo ple 
o f Linco ln ha v e a substa ntia l Inv estment in 
a ll the ma ny serv ices tha t ha v e been pro ­ 
v ided to serv e this a rea . 
.\lso in the picture is Gateway Shop­ 
ping Center at 56th and 0. This is an ex­ 
tensive shopping area with ample parking. 
One downtown Lincoln store is now in the 
process of providing a second retail outlet 
in the Gateway area — an outlet of 100,000 
square feet. This 100,000 square feet is one 
whale of a lot of area. Several other down­ 
town stores are also represented in Gate­ 
way while still others are represented in 
other shopping centers throughout the city . 
Stevens Creek development for residential 
purposes would move many millions of 
dollars a y ear in purchasing power nearer 
to Gateway than to downtown Lincoln. 
★ 
Also , Stev ens Creek dev elo pment wo uld 
a dd to the ina dequa cy o f ex isting streets 
ca rry ing tra ffic o n a n ea st-weit line thro ug h 
the city . It wo uld bring a big g er tra ffic 
lo a d o n O St., Ho ldreg e, Vine, No . 48 th, 
No . 2 7 th, No . 33rd a nd a ll a rteria ls in tha t 
g enera l no rthea st directio n. It wo uld mea n 
mo v ing tra ffic two o r three times a s fa r 
in g etting it do wnto wn a s wo uld be the 
ca se with so me o f the dev elo pment tha t 
co uld ta ke pla ce In o ther directio ns a ro und 
the city . Thus, to enter into the dev elo p­ 
ment o f Stev ens Creek a t this time wo uld 
mea n a substa ntia l shift in ma ny pha ses 
o f city a ctiv ity , bo th public a nd priv a te. 
Yet, it has been proposed that Stevens 
Creek be platted and developed. The plan 
was approved by the City -County Planning 
Commission and turned down by the City 
Council. This in itself is a rather unusual 
situation but of uncertain significance. Usu­ 
ally , it is the commisson attempting to 
keep things under control with the council 
loosening up on controls. Perhaps, however, 
this action on Stevens Creek is an indica­ 
tion of a change in attitude on the part of 
the council and such is certainly called 
for, as will be discussed here. 
It is ha rd to deny tha t In the fina l 
a na ly sis, the best thing fo r Linco ln wo uld 
be g ro wth in a n o rderly fa shio n in a ll di­ 
rectio ns so tha t we co uld g et the ma x imum 
benefit fro m utilities. This is, in fa ct, the 
tho ug ht o f the co uncil in turning do wn the 
Stev ens Creek pla n. It wa nts the city to 
g ro w first to the no rth, west a nd so uth 
so tha t ex isting a nd pla nnned utility ex ­ 
penditures ca n be utilized to the ma x imum 
a nd the streng th o f the do wnto wn ta x ba se 
ma inta ined. Such g ro wth g iv es do wnto wn 
a hub lo ca tio n ra ther tha n the fring e lo ca ­ 
tio n it ha s ha d thro ug ho ut the histo ry o f 
the city . 
What, then, is all the argument about? 
If Stevens Creek has so many planning 
disadvantages and growth in other direc­ 
tions has so many assets, why is the sub­ 
ject one of such great debate? There are 
a number of reasons for the debate and

they ., too. have a great deal of validity . 
For one thing there is the question of 
where people want to live. No city can |x?r- 
mit complete freedom of growth if all 
ik io - 
ple in general are to have any security in 
their property rights. The city must have 
a public jwlicy aimed at the protection and 
preservation of individual property rights. 
But where is this line drawn? in many 
respects, it is a matter of personal .ladg- 
ment and there is serious question wheth­ 
er the city is morally and legally correct 
in closing the door to a vast region adja­ 
cent to the city . 
Too, there is the question of downtown. 
There is a legitimate public interest in 
public protection of this tax base. But the 
street is a two-way one. Downtown is also 
private enterprise and must look first to 
its own laurels for its preservation. If 
it is ever given artificial protection by the 
city , it will eventually fold despite any pub­ 
lic efforts to the contrary . 


★ 
Finally , and most important of all, there 
is the matter of circumstances surrounding 
the preferred growth north, west and south. 
These areas, upon examination, have much 
greater potential than might 
he imagined 
by one who ha s not recently visited them. 
But a number of factors common to them 
are common to Stevens Creek and thev 
have a few things all their own and not 
on the asset side. 
Some of the areas are detinitcly suit­ 
able for middle-to-low-income housing but 
not high-income housing. Much of the area 
is not readily available to all contractors 
and building suppliers who might be inter­ 
ested in land. And finally , these areas, too, 
will require city expenditures for water, 
sewers and streets. 
The a rea to the no rth, Belmo nt, is per­ 
ha ps best suited o f a ll to dev elo pment a nd 
mo st likely a t the mo ment to ex perience 
dev elo pment. To the west a re serio us sew­ 
er, wa ter a nd street pro blems. To the so uth 
a re serio us sewer, wa ter a nd street pro b­ 
lems. These a rea s a re no t suita ble substi­ 
tutes fo r dev elo pment o f Stev ens Creek un­ 
less certa in thing s a re do ne. 
The city is going to have to accelerate 
its own utility construction and street work. 
Not a single cent will be available for street 
expansion in Lincoln through the 1964 con­ 
struction y ear except for work on comple­ 
tion of the East O project. The city now’ 
has street construction income of about 
$650,000 per y ear and this is woefully inade­ 
quate. It is not a drop In the bucket com­ 
pared to our needs on just one facility 
alone — the Northeast Diagonal. 
And one might keep m mind that prac­ 
tically all the money we are spending these 
day s goes for projects on which nearly 50 
percent federal aid is available. This should 
further impress people with the fact that 
we have not faced our responsibilities in 
the area of financing new street construc­ 
tion. 
When will we g et to such thing s a s the 
widening o f 2 7 th, Vine, Ho ldreg e, So uth 
Street west o f the Ro ck Isla nd tra cks, 33rd 
a nd a ho st o f o ther impro v ements tha t will 
be needed reg a rdless o f the directio n in 
which we g ro w? When will we ta ke the 
po litica l a nd fina ncia l bull by the ho rns o n 
the ma tter o f the K Street v ia duct? 
And finally , when will downtown Lin­ 
coln stop 
q u i b b l i ng over store hours, 
benches for bus pa­ 
trons and a lot of oth­ 
er nonsense and as­ 
sume the private re­ 
sponsibilities 
that it 
has in connection with the kind of growth 
the city seems to want? It is one thing to 
have a plan and another to have a dream. 
What the city has to date comes closer to 
a dream than a plan. This dream or plan 
vitally affects a very great part of the 
future of this city and the people living 
here. The city is going to have to spend 
money wherever growth occurs. It is going 
to have to find more money for streets 
and start moving on other utility prob­ 
lems. 
Stevens Creek development has 
b e e n 
turned down, in large part at least, for rea­ 
sons that are also a bottleneck to develop­ 
ment of Lincoln in many directions. If the 
decision on Stevens Creek is to stick and 
the reasons for that decision are to be given 
validity , which is not now the case, then 
some serious thought and action are dic­ 
tated on the part of downtown Lincoln and 
the city government. The Stevens Creek de­ 
cision can stand only for a limited time and 
only then in the face of a responsible al­ 
ternative. Thus, the issue is unlimited in its 
economic and geographic importance. 


A Drea m Or 
A Pla n? 


The Basic Issue 


Forty five y ears ago today President 
W’oodrow Wilson embarked for Europe. 
World War I w’as over. 
His purpose was to play a strong role 
in the Versailles peace conference. His soul 
was full of purpose; his mind full of solu­ 
tions. 
He was ready with a carefully thought 
out formula. He proposed to cultivate new 
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good will and tranquility in F^urope by the 
creation of new nations, filled with people 
whose origins and aspirations were 
as 
much in common as possible. He proposed 
to dismember nations with warlike ambi­ 
tions. He proposed to introduce the bland 
and egalitarian manners of democracy in 
the place of more authoritarian govern­ 
ments. 
Equally important 
he 
envisioned 
a 
League of Nations which would teach the 
world powers to live together in reason, 
seeking rational, peaceful answers to prob­ 
lems as a more enlightened answer to so­ 
lution by the sword. 
Mr. Wilson did not prevail. But his 
noble wistfulness still moves us. 
In a sense he was an internationalist 
and opposed to the isolationist. But he was 
not a one worlder. He sought to create an 
internationai environment oi suilicienl se­ 
curity that this nation and others might pur­ 
sue a least hindered course in their domes­ 
tic development. 
The debate is still with us. The isola­ 
tionist say s “Build a fortress America: 
withdraw from the world and thus protect 
our way of life.” The other say s, “Cre­ 
ate a favorable world environment for the 
American way of life cannot prevail other­ 
wise.” 
It is a debate between the impossible 
and almost impossible. The American way 
of life is too much a part of the world to 
permit withdrawal and fortresses have no 
invincibility in the space and nuclear age. 
But the answer in terms of international 
brotherhood is still largely obscure. The 
two sides should be more patient with each 
other.

Warren Accepts 


Difficult Duty 


WASHINGTON - C h i e f 
Justice F^aii Warren did not 
immediately 
accept 
presi­ 
dent Johnson’s invitation to 
head a special commission 
to investigate the assassina­ 
tion of President Kennedy . 
The c h i e f justice asked 
and received time to reflect 
upon the task in all its as­ 
pects, including his duty to 
the Supreme Court He was 
mindful of his position as 
the chief target of what he 
called at the slain presi­ 
dent’s bier the “f o r c e s of 
hatred and malevolence such 
as today are eating 
their 
way into the bloodstream of 
American life.” 
•Now he has put his hand 
to the plow, and those long 
in close association with him 
regard It as unthinkable that 
he should turn back. It is 
equally unthinkable that he 
would set down 
a u g h t in 
malice, whatever his per­ 
sonal position. 
Washington has st)eculated 
furiously about the commis­ 
sion since it was announced 
F'riday night. It q u i c k l y 
noted that five of its seven 
members are Republicans, 
three are Southerners. One, 
banker John J. McCloy , has 
been c a l l e d head of the 
American establishment, a 
phrase used to denote the 
powerful and more or less 
permanent 
b u s i ne s s and 
economic intere.sts of the 
country .

.iiistice Warren still sits at 
the head of the commission 
table, armed with the dig­ 
nity of his great office, his 
matchless 
e x pe r i e nc e 
of men and confUcting swial 
forces learned in 3,3 y ears 
in public office in great and 
grow ing C alifornia. He is al­ 
so a l m os t uniquely free. 
What person or interest now 
can hurt or help him? 
President Johnson is es­ 
pecially qualified to apprec­ 
iate the powers of a chair­ 
man, a fact which gives 


greater importance to his 
choice

W a r r e n. 
It 
amounts virtually to a dec­ 
laration that the investiga­ 
tion will be what Warren 
chooses to make of it. 
The choice also puts the

WASHINGTON - With the 
political landscape shattered 
by the events of the past 10 
day s the ruin of the old or­ 
der 
presents 
a 
confusing 
and uncertain picture. 
The Republican high com­ 
mand, largely taken over by 
the Goldwatcr wing of the 
party , had planned a cam­ 
paign attacking the Kenne­ 
dy dy nasty . It would be In­ 
teresting to know how many 
thousands, or hundreds of 
thousands, of those posters 
showing the three rocking 
chairs, one for each of the 
Kennedy officeholders, had 
already been printed. 
Chairman William Miller 
of the Republican National 
Committee was blasting the 
Kennedy family for permit­ 
ting such indignities as the 
twist in the White House. In 
short, every sign was that 
it would be made an intense­ 
ly personal campaign. While 
Gov. Nelson Rockefeller, the 
only avowed candidate for 
the nomination, was calling 
for a constructive alterna­ 
tive to the Kennedy policies, 
his voice seemed then to be 
a voice cry ing in the wilder­ 
ness. 
But even 
b e f « r e the 
tragedy 
conscientious 
Re­ 
publicans had become deep­ 
ly disturbed by the growing 
power of the forces within 
their party bent on pursu­ 
ing a course 
from 
which 
there could be no turning 
back. No one had followed 
the stampede of the Gold- 
waterites to lock up the 
presidential nomination for 
their man with greater ap­ 
prehension than Sen. Thom­ 
as Kuchel of California. His 
associates felt that after the 
Christmas recess, when he 
could consult with his politi­ 
cal allies back home, he 
would declare for Governor 
Rockefeller as 
a rally ing 
point. 
Kuchel is unique in sev­ 


eral respects. He is* the only 
Republican to hold a high 
state-wide 
office. 
W h i l e 
Richard Nixon was being 
defeated for governor in 1962 
by 250,000 votes, Kuchel was 
re-elected to the Senate by 
a majority of 7 50,000.

In a forthright

.speech he spoke out against 
the extremists and the kooks 
noisily infesting the 
r i g h t 
wing of California’s brilliant­ 
ly colored political spectrum. 
That speech and one 
t h a t 
followed helped to explode 
some of the crude my ths 
about communist conspira­ 
tors propagated by the ex­ 
tremists. It won national at­ 
tention and also letters of 
such virulence and violence 
as to document the senator’s 
point.

Kuchel saw those s a m e 
elements rushing in, under 
cover of the Goldwater candi­ 
dacy , to take control of the 
party In California. That was 
a development he could not 
view with detachment, since 
his role as the only Repub­ 
lican who has had the ap­ 
proval of the voters is di­ 
rectly at stake. 


But the already complex 
picture was further compli­ 
cated by a large and determ­ 
ined figure, F’ormer 
Se n. 
William V. Knowland h a d 
made himself the Paul Re­ 
vere of the Goldwater move­ 
ment in California. In h i S 
zeal he was making foray s 
around the country warn­ 
ing that only Barry c ou l d 
halt the menace of the New 
F'rontier. W h i l e Knowland 
lost the governorship by a 
million votes in 1958, he is 
still influential and his Oak­ 
land Tribune is one of the 
most powerful Republican or­ 
gans in the state. 


Kuchel had been ahown 
reports of 
a speech Know- 
land made in Mobile, 
Ala ,, 
to a draft-Goldwater organi­ 
zation. To say he was dis­ 
may ed is putting il midlly .

election. 

The 
Republican 
party in

cannot run against the Ken- 
nedy dy na s t y . President 
Johnson will be a difficult 
target to fix on, since he will 
have been in the office so 
short a time before the elec­ 
tion. 
If the Republican 
party 
has a hopeful future in the 
coming y ear it rests 
with 
men like Senator Kuchel and 
Governor Rockefeller. That 
is to say , w i t h men who 
know what it takes to win 
elections.

Problems of this sort oc­ 
cur all the time.

the long run. barring special 
circumstances. 
In the present hand, South 
is in six spades and is faced 
with the possible loss of a 
club and a spade.
